THE DECISION. 


Judge Davis Holds Philp to Bail 


to Answer to any Indictment 


that May Be Found 


Against Him-

YORK, Nov. 14.—In the Philp 


examination. Judge Davis yesterday 
lelcl the accused for trial and fixed his 
>ond at $5,000, siatin« that his pres- 
ent bondsmen would be accepted. 
The decision is very elaborate, but the 
pith ot it is that if Philp did not write 
,he Morey letter, lie wrote and pub- 
ished an article ' Lying and Sticking 
o it." iu which he re-asserted the 
[enuineness of the letter, and declared 
eiieral Uarfield a liar for denying it. 


The judge spoke of Mr. Hewitt's cot • 
nect.on with the matter as lollowa: 


"Mr. Hewitt'a connection with this 


letter and the transactions that have 
grown out of it are, to bay the least, 
of the most extraordinary character. 
According to the testimony of Mr. 
Karl, when he received the letter in 
the very singular manner in which it 
reached 
him, liis suspicions 
were 


aroused. Ha saw its importance, if 
genuine, as a weapon of deadly power 
in the bauds of Garfield's imlitical foes. 
He was not satisfied to publish it upon 
the examination which he and his edi- 
torial staff could make, and therefore, 
took the letter and envelope to the 
democratic national committed for in- 
spection. He there saw Messrs. Hew 
itt, Barnum, Randall, and several 
others. Mr. Hart showed them the 
papers, and said in substance that he 
did not want to publish the letter if it 
was a forgsry, but if genuine he did, 
and wanted no other paper to get 
ahead of him in its publication. He 
says it 
was examined by all the 


persons named, but Mr. Hewitt made 
the closest and most, careful examina- 
tion, aud spent fully half an hour in 
its examination and then j.ionounced 
the letter, both body and signature to 
t>e in the handwriting of Gun. Gar- 
Jeld. Phonographs were then taken 
For the use of the national ccmmiltce, 
and Mr. Hart returned with the letter 
.0 his office, but his mind was not 
fully Sktistied, and late tn the evening 
he .sought ar.d found 
Mr. Uewiu 


again, and was again assured that 
Hewitt had examined a large number 
of Gen. Gardeld's letters, and that the 
Moray letter was genuine, and this 
wasclinrh«dby impressing Mr. Hart's 
mind with the idea that he would 
iiave made it out a forgery it he could, 
It is not very surprisiug that Mr. 
Hart, with the usual anxiety of news- 
paper proprietors to be ahead of their 
neighbors, should have published the 
letter without further inquiry; but it 
is astounding that a man of know sa- 
gacity, of great experience in business 
and in public affairs, and who is sup- 
posed to have a decent respect for 
irnth and justice, and who spe.iks as 
an expert in writing; with all the sus- 
picious circumstances that attended 
;be reception of the letter; with the 
envelope and it* erasures before him; 
with the cit> post-uffice and station 
stamps on its back; with the letter 
marked 'pers nal aud confidential' and 
and addressed to some person whom 
tie certainly did not know; with a let- 
ter before htm the contents of whicii 
f true would be greatly injuiiom, and 
if falie would do wrou.- to liis inti- 
mate friends as a base and wicked as- 
sassin's stal>, should luve Uiouilit, it 
iust to press and cause its publicaliiMi 
without flrst removing all doubt as to 
iu character. 


"However much an equitable deci- 


sioi may leave for others, upon Mr. 
Hewitt must rest the larger share of 
the responsibility of the first publica- 
tion of the base and shame! ul forgery, 
and his subs< quent relation to the for- 
gery does not lift a single shadow from 
Ins conduct.. He was a member of the 
national committee. 
He doubtless 


knew the extent and purposes for 
which it was taken and used by that 
committee, and that it went forth to 
the country with the sanction of bis 
endorsement. He knew beyond ques- 
tion that It met speedily with the in- 
dignant denial of General Uarfield, 
who denounced the letter as a 'base 
and stupid forgery' and its sentiments 
as brutal." 


Concluding, ha says: • -It is not ne. 


cessary to determine, on this investi- 
gation, whether Kenward Philp is the 
actual and guilty forger, as already 
stated. The action of criminal libel 
la made against him. The men most 
criminal in this may not be reached 
by the hand of justice. The defendant 
is he'd to answer upon the charge of 
criminal libel, and must be committed 
or give ball for his appearance to an- 
swer any indictment that may be 
found against him."

Where the Toys Coma From.

Toys and playthings are in continual 


demand wherever there are children to 
be amused, and the supply of them 
grows larger and more varied every year. 
Most of the toys which gladden little 
hearts in English nurseries come from 
Germany, and the quaint old town of 
Nuremberg is the centre of that kind of 
industry, which employs a great many 
hands, and keeps the grim wolf of pover- 
ty from the door of many industrious 
households. Thence come the wooden 
boxes containing villages, gardens, sheep 
folds and Noah's arks; the grocer's, bak- 
er's and butcher's shops, which form 
such delightful Christmas and birthday 
presents; the cube puzzles, with pictures 
on each face of the blocks of wood which 
fit so ueatly into their boxes; the jointed ' 
dolls, now almost out of date; the sub- 
stantial-looking horses and carts; and, 
] 


last of all, the mechanical toys which are | 
wound up by clock work, and perform | 
such extraordinary manoeuvres that one 
almost fancies them alive. The tiny 
lamps, the bright reflectors, and shinning 
balls, which render our Christinas trees 
BO brilliant, are also imported from Ger- 
many, as well as ornamental and useful 
articles made o£ horn, bone, and lacquer- 
ed ware, which make such capital pres- 
ents for those young folks who have out- 
grown the delights of dolls and wooden 
animals. The Swiss peasants who in 
summer time find plenty of employment 
in tending their cows and goats, gather- 
ing the baskets of Alpine strawoerries 
that are piled up in great dishes on every 
hotel table, and all sorts of services for 
the great army of tourists'who come an- 
nually to make a peaceful invasion of 
their lovely land, are frequently snowed 
up in the chalets and mountain villages 
for weeks together in the winter, and 
employ the long hours in cutting out 
bears from pieces of beechwood, often 
with no other tool than a strong knife, 
making wooden nut-crackers, match- 
boxes, and the curious little cottages 
which slide in and out of well-fitted 
boxes, and are universally bought by 
travelers as mementoes of happy holidays 
among the mountains. 


Science UKI Urea*.

There is but one way to get bread, and 


that is the way laid down in the begin- 
ning, by the sweat of one's brow. Sci- 
ence may show how to cool the prespir- 
ing skin, arid how to ease the aching 
back; but, that it is to work while we 
deep, or sit under the shade perusing 
"Hours of Idleness," never entered into 
nature's law. 


Wo are not among those who believe 


that mere science has done as much for 
agriculture as some of its votaries claim 
for it. If we had to choose between 
what is sometimes called scientific agri- 
culture and that system of farming which 
is the result of daily and dear-bought 
experience through perhaps a thousand 
years, we know which side we should be 
on. There is nothing to us so dear as 
S 


ractical common sense. At the same 
me we do not ignore our obligations 


to science, for many valuable hints and 
truths have done much to advance agri- 
cultural progress. Our only wonder is 
that science has done as muc" as it has, 
not that it should have done- -nore, as a 
critical contemporary thinks. The men 
of science—those who are continually 
working to gather new facts for us, and 
who try to lay bare the laws of Nature 
to our common understanding, are very 
few. 
Most of them for the love of sci- 


ence devote the labor of their lives for a 
very meager compensation. In business 
they might have been wealthy. In sci- 
ence they rarely make anything. Theii 
labors are mostly free gifts to us. Let 
them go on and find out the truths of 
Nature. Let us not cavil that they do 
not care to turn their own truths into 
money. It is for us t o do that. Let 
them give us tools if they like, but the 
cultivation of the soil is our work to da 


for daring to express his honest con- 
ictions, a partisan judge soils the er- 


mine in an attempt to defame one of 
the most upright and honorable men in 
he country. Mr. Hewitt in his various 
justness relations and while iu con- 
grass has always been iv cognized by 
all parties as the soul of boiicr; as be- 
ng one of the most high toned gentle- 
men of New York City, and of the i 
country.

tt is above injury from snch a source, 
But the decision, if the same policy is 
pursued as in the Louisiana smut mill 
in 1876-7, will entitle the judge to 
promotion. 


In reference to the trial of Philp we 


should say, if he is guilty, or if there- 
is any reasonable probability of his 
guilt, it is right that he be bound over, 
and if guilty, he should be severly 
punished. If a libel, it is not merely 
Genera! -GarfleH that has been libelled, 
but it was an attempt to deceive the 
whole country. If a forgery, and the 
forger can be found, he should be pun- 
ished to the cxt-nt of the law.

The Ship of the) Fotan. 


(Scientific Aaericaa.] 


After pointing out the gnat faults and 


failures of the present style of ocean ves- 
sels, a writer iu the American Ship avert 
that the ship of the future shall carry 
no ballast. If a sailing vessel, her sail 
area and displacement will be so well 
balanced that, if the rudder were lost or 
disabled, the vessel could be gutted on 
her course by her sails. The centre of 
effort of sails and of gravity of vwtelwill 
be adjustable, so as to harmonize with 
the griping influences of the lee line of 
flotation. The ships of the future will 
be profitable, for they will be built for 
and under a specific service, on scientific 
principles; the? will be designed, built, 
loaded, and navigated, as they have nev- 
er been, with direct reference tn their 
equilibrium of stablilitv, the safety of 
vessel and cargo, with the lives of those 
onboard. The rating characterisation 
of vessels will then, be determined by an 
international, or an independent, board: 
the British Lloyds will have passed 
away, onir to be remembered as a cor- 
rupt organization. The material of ves- 
sels will be steel for metalic, aud bent 
timber frames for wooden vessels. Un- 
der this new dispensation of K*nil% 
ocean, mail, and passenger steamers wCl 
be non-siukable, and make their Alantic 
trips in six instead of seven and a half 
daya, with a roll angle not exceeding 
eight degrees. 


How Many Words on • Postal. 


[Free Press.] 


It used to be contrary to postal law to 


write anything but the address on the 
face of a postal card. This law has been 
rescinded and the economical correspon- 
dent can now heap up all the rhetoric 
he pleases on both sides of the card if he 
only takes the precaution not to pile on 
so much that rough handling in the 
mails will shake off any of the commu- 
nication. This order will, however, have 
one evil effect. It will revive the appal- 
ling question, "How many words can be 
written on a postal card? Those fiends 
who wrote 398,456,732 words, or the 
complete works of Charles Dickens, or 
the American Encylopedia, on only one 
side of a postal card, will now return 
like giants refreshed aud resume their 
nefarious work. It is to be hoped a law 
making this a criminal offense will be at 
once enacted.

Everybody 
seems anxious to do away with the idea 
of eternal torture. It is an unpopular 
doctrine. The majority do not like it, 
and will continue to antagonize it. Pos- 
sibly the church could modify its teach- 
ings somewhajion that subject.

*he New Cotton-Spinning Machine. 


[Bostoi Herald] 


Although satisfactory results have 


been reported in a number o£ instances, 
we shall have to wait until the new cot- 
ton spinning machine, with which our 
southern friends are to change the entire 
character of the cotton tiadc, has been 
'enerally introduced, before we can be 
sure that it will do one-half of what is 
claimed for it. 


The great gain is, that cotton yam can 
made by it, at a trifling expense, di- 


rectly from seed cotton, thus rendering I 
unnecessary the ginning, bailing and 
coMpressing that now usually has to be 
done. 
In other words, the southern 


planter will deliver his cotton at the 
mills in a condition to be immediately 
woven, and hence a large department in 
most of our northern factories which 
consists of making yarn from the raw 
cotton will have to be discontinued. But, 
if the improvement were no greater than 
this, it might b» »p«a to question wheth- 
er it wonld be productive of trade 
changes; for many of our mill-owners 
would prefer to have yarn of their on n 
making, even if it did cost a little high- 
er, to yarn made at a somenhat lovtei 
coet by others, which might prove of un 
even quality. 


But the adyantage claimed for the lieu 


yam is, that it is equal in every respei1 
to that made from baled cotton, while it 
is more sheeny and fifty per cent, strong- 
er, two highly important advantage*. 
Thase additional qualities are said to be 
due to the light, flexible and fresh condi- 
tion »f the cotton immediately after it 
has been picked. When put in the gin, 
and pressed and compressed, to be subse- 
quently torn out again when the factory 
IB reached, the cotton fibre becomes cut, 
tangled and brittle, faults the yarn made 
by the new process does not in the least 
possess. 


If the southern people can introduce 


and perfect this new machine, we shall 
be heartily glad. It takes away a por- 
tion of our trade away from us in the 
New England states, but by no means as 
much as will be taken from Old Eng- 
land. 


However, we can afford to sacrifice a 


little of our manufacturing prosperity, if 
thereby the cotton-raising. states in the 
South nan be greatly benefited, and the 
price of cotton cleth be reduced and its 
quality improved to all consumers.

The Orang-outang—An Account of the 


Almost Human Inhabitants 


•f Borneo. 


[Professor Homaday ) 


In Borneo the orang-outang inhabits 


that wide belt of low, forest-covered 
swamp which lies between the sea-coast 
and the mountain ranges of the interior, 
extending entirely around the western 
half of the island. 


During the fruit season, from the mid- 


dle of January to May 1st, the fruit of 
the orang is the durion, mongasteen and 
rambuton. During the hot months of 
May, June and July, they retire far into 
the depths of the forests, and are ex- 
tremely difficult to find. But during 
the season of the heavy rains, from Au- 
gust to November, when the forests are 
flooded, the orangs are found in the vi- 
cinity of the rivers. 


The nest of the orang consists of a 


quantity of leafy branches broken ofi 
and piled loosely into the fork of a tree. 
He usually selects a sapling and builds 
his nest in its top, even though his 
weight causes it to sway alarmingly. He 
often builds his nest within twenty-five 
feet of the ground, and seldom higher 
than forty feet. Sometimes it is fully 
three feet in diameter, but usually not 
more than two, and quite flat on the top. 
There is no weaving together of branch- 
es. In short, the orang builds a nest 
precisely as a<man would build one for 
himself were he obliged to pass the night 
:n a tree-top, and had nothing to cut 
branches with. 


Upon this leafy platform the orang 


lies prone upon his back, with his long 
arms and short,thick legs thrust outward 
and upward, firmly grasping, while he 
sleeps, the nearest large branches within 
his reach. He never uses a nest after 
the leaves become withered and dry, and 
no doubt because the bare branches are 
not comfortable to lie upon. 


The animals are most numerous along 


the Shnujan river near its source. ' The 
manner usually adopted in hunting them 
is to make trips up and down the river 
in a boat, paddling slowly and silently 
along, keeping a careful lookout. As 
soon as the orang is fired at, if not killed 
at once, he begins climbing away with 
all haste. 


The orang may be safely considered 


the most helpless of all quadrumania. 
Owing to the great weight .of their bo(i- 
ie» and the peculiar structure of their 
handa they can not run nimbly along 
even the largest branches, and never dare 
to spring from one tree to the next. The 
weight of the adult male ranges from 
one hundred and twenty to one hundred 
and sixty pounds. Owing to the dispro- 
portionate shortness of his lega his prog- 
ress depends mainly upon his long sin- 
ewy arms, and very often he goes swing- 
ing through a tree-top by their aid alone. 
Upoii the ground orangs are the picture 
of the inobt abject helplessness, and iu 
their native foiest they are \ery seldom 
known to descend to "the earth. They 
are utterly incapable of standing fully 
erect without touching the ground with 
their hands, and for them to be repre- 
sented in drawings and museums as 
standing erect is contrary to nature.
